Wednesday,  November  30  marked  an  important 
day  for  the  Massachusetts  Asian  and  Pacific  Island¬ 
ers  (MAP)  for  Health  as  the  organization  intro¬ 
duced  a  new  Executive  Director,  Taro  O’Sullivan,  to 
its  leadership,  taking  over  from  Jacob  Smith  Yang, 
who  had  been  the  organization’s  Executive  Director 
for  nine  years.

hepatitis  B  in  the  API  community.

In  a  first-of-its-kind  event  held  in  China¬

Social  Security  Part  2:  Withdrawal  Strategies

The  79  million  Baby  Boomers  in  the  United 
States  have  started  to  retire.  Without  that 
regular  paycheck  coming  in  every  week,  many 
boomers  will  hope  to  lessen  that  blow  by  ap¬ 
plying  for  social  security  benefits.  However 
knowing  your  options  and  withdrawal  strate¬ 
gies  regarding  your  benefits  can  have  a  major 
impact  on  your  income  during  retirement 
Here  are  some  withdrawal  strategies  that  may 
be  right  for  you. 

Work  longer 

The  most  obvious  way  to  increase  your  Social 
Security  benefits  is  to  work  longer.  Early  re¬ 
tirement  starts  at  62,  full  retirement  benefits 
at  (65-67)  and  delayed  retirement  is  at  70. 
Every  year  you  wait  after  full  retirement,  your 
benefit  will  increase  approximately  6-8%.  Also 
by  working  longer,  you  also  have  the  ability  to 
increase  your  benefit  because  the  Social  Se¬ 
curity  Administration  (SSA)  uses  your  top  35 
years  of  earnings.  So  if  your  salary  now  is  larg¬ 
er  than  earlier  on  in  your  career,  it  will  replace 
that  for  your  benefit  calculation. 

□aim  now,  claim  more  later 

Married  individuals  are  entitled  to  either  a  So¬ 
cial  Security  benefit  based  on  their  own  earn¬ 
ings  or  to  a  spousal  benefit  equal  to  one-half 
of  their  spouse’s  full  retirement  benefit  When 
you  reach  full  retirement  age,  you  can  choose 
which  benefit  you  want  to  take. 

Under  this  strategy  if  your  spouse  is  already 


taking  social  security  benefits,  then  when  you 
reach  full  retirement  age  you  would  choose 
your  spousal  benefit  (one  half  of  your  spouse’s 
full  retirement  benefit).  You  would  then  con¬ 
tinue  building  up  delayed  retirement  cred¬ 
its  for  your  own  benefit  Then  at  age  70,  you 
would  claim  your  maximum  retirement  ben¬ 
efit  and  stop  receiving  the  spousal  benefit 
Hence  the  claim  now,  claim  more  later  strategy. 

Claim  and  suspend 

In  a  situation  where  you  earned  much  more 
than  your  spouse  during  your  working  years, 
your  spouse  will  likely  file  for  spousal  benefits 
based  on  your  earnings  history  rather  than  fil¬ 
ing  for  benefits  under  their  own  history.  How¬ 
ever  you  need  to  be  retired  for  your  spouse  to 
collect  and  in  some  cases  you  may  not  want  to 
collect  right  away.  In  the  "claim  and  suspend" 
strategy  permits  the  lower  income  earner 
to  collect  spousal  benefits  when  the  higher- 
income  spouse  postpones  benefit  collection. 
To  accomplish  this  strategy,  you  would  file  for 
your  benefit  when  your  spouse  reaches  full  re¬ 
tirement  age,  then  immediately  suspend  your 
benefits  with  the  SSA  and  defer  taking  your 
benefit  until  age  70,  at  the  point  which  you  col¬ 
lect  the  maximum  benefit 

Reverse  your  early  filing  no  longer  works 

This  used  to  be  a  big  loophole  in  the  system, 
where  you  could  claim  your  early  social  securi¬ 
ty  benefits  at  62  and  at  age  7 0  you  could  reverse 
your  decision;  then  pay  back  all  the  payments 


you  receive  and  then  start  receiving  your  high¬ 
er  delayed  benefits.  In  essence,  you  were  get¬ 
ting  an  interest  free  loan  from  the  government 

The  SSA  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  closed  this 
loophole.  Now  you  only  have  a  small  window 
(12  months)  to  reverse  a  decision  after  start¬ 
ing  your  Social  Security  retirement  benefits. 
Only  one  reversal  per  lifetime  is  allowed,  so 
be  very  cautious  about  withdrawing  an  appli¬ 
cation  for  benefits.  Also  anyone  who  received 
benefits  based  on  your  application  must  also 
consent  in  writing  to  the  withdrawal. 

Maximizing  retirement  income  is  very  impor¬ 
tant  to  a  retiree.  Hopefully  this  will  give  you 
some  additional  insight  on  some  of  the  poten¬ 
tial  Social  Security  withdrawal  options  that  are 
available  to  you.

"It  is  [AACA’s]  very  first  time  running  this 
kind  of  event  for  young  people  who  are  look¬ 
ing  to  go  to  college  and  parents  who  should 
be  more  involved  in  the  successes  of  their 
children's  education,”  said  Chau  Ming  Lee, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Asian  American 
Civic  Association.  "It  encourages  to  them  to 
be  active  participants  in  their  children’s  col¬ 
lege  application  processes.” 

Open  to  anyone  who  was  interested  in  high¬ 
er  education,  the  event  drew  a  diverse  and 
lively  crowd. 

"I  saw  students  from  seventh  grade  all  the 
way  to  twelfth  grade,”  said  Shirley  Chin, 
Admissions  Councilor  at  Lesley  College.  “It 
was  great  to  see  the  young  ones  who  were 
already  thinking  about  college  as  well  as 
those  who  are  currently  in  the  application 
process.  I  even  met  with  parents  who  were 
thinking  about  continuing  their  educations." 

Funding,  a  key  issue  in  an  immigrant  popu¬ 
lation  when  it  comes  to  higher  education, 
was  a  main  topic  of  discussion  during  the 
event.  As  many  of  the  students  went  room- 
to-room  in  search  of  their  desired  college  or 
University,  many  parents  listened  to  a  pre¬ 
sentation  on  scholarships,  financial  aid  and 
the  admissions  process. 

In  her  comprehensive  Chinese  presentation, 
Annie  Zhang,  Senior  Education  Advisor  at 
Boston  Public  Library’s  College  Planning 
Center,  explained  "the  college  application 
process  and  financial  aid,  how  to  select  a 
school  and  major,  as  well  as  college  costs  and 
federal  aid." 


MCA  Executive  Director  Chau-Ming  Lee  opened  the 
event. 


According  to  College  Funding  Advisors,  Inc., 
an  organization  that  guides  parents  through 
the  financial  aid  process  and  helps  to  maxi¬ 
mize  the  benefits  they  are  eligible  for,  there 
are  several  important  aspects  to  remember 
when  thinking  about  financial  aid  for  you 
child's  college  education: 

•  Remember  that  any  savings  you  can 
achieve  in  one  year  will  likely  be  multiplied 
by  four  or  more. 

•  Subsidized  Stafford  loans  do  not  accumu¬ 
late  interest  during  college  years.  Repay¬ 
ment  begins  following  graduation. 

•  Unsubsidized  Stafford  loans  and  Perkins 
loans  accrue  interest  as  soon  as  the  loan  is 
distributed  to  the  school.  Payment  can  often 
be  deferred  until  after  graduation. 


•  Do  not  be  overwhelmed  by  the  total 
amount  the  family  is  asked  to  pay.  Approxi¬ 
mately  55  percent  will  be  due  in  September, 
and  45  percent  the  following  January  or  Feb¬ 
ruary. 

•  Tuition  payment  plans  of  ten  or  twelve 
equal  payments  can  level  the  burden.  These 
are  offered  by  nearly  all  schools. 

"We’ve  already  had  requests  to  hold  more 
informational  events  like  [College  Day]," 
said  Mary  Chin,  President  of  the  Board  of 
AACA  and  coordinator  of  the  organization’s 
Youth  Council.  "The  event  was  extremely 
successful.”

While  in  Vancouver,  O’Sullivan,  who  is  of  half- 
Irish  and  half-Japanese  ethnicity,  served  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Asian  Heritage  Month 
Society,  the  Japanese  Canadian  Citizens  Associ¬ 
ation,  and  the  Asian  Writer’s  Workshop.  He  also 
served  on  the  city  of  Vancouver  Mayor's  Special 
Advisory  Committee  on  Diversity  Issues.

[O’Sullivan]  on  is  increasing  the  visibility  of 
MAP  for  Health  in  the  community,  as  well  as 
strengthening  the  work  that  the  organization 
is  already  doing,"  Choi  said.  "We’d  also  like  Taro 
to  ensure  the  long-term  viability  of  MAP  for 
Health." 

O'Sullivan,  too,  sees  the  need  the  keep  the  or¬ 
ganization  viable  and  strengthen  the  work  al¬ 
ready  being  performed  at  MAP  for  Health. 

"I  will  be  trying  to  help  execute  what  the  stake¬ 
holders  want,”  O’Sullivan  said.  "I'll  need  to  see 
what  people  really  want  and  where  people 
want  to  go,  and  then  come  up  with  an  opera¬ 
tional  plan." 

"We’re  really  thrilled,"  Choi  said.  'There’s  defi¬ 
nitely  a  meeting  of  the  minds  and  meeting  of 
similar  missions.  [O’Sullivan]  brings  tremen¬ 
dous  talents  to  the  table." 


According  to  Choi,  O'Sullivan  defeated  a  vast 
pool  of  well-qualified  candidates  from  all  over 
the  United  States. 

"We  had  well  over  a  couple  dozen  candidates," 
Choi  said. 


O'Sullivan,  too,  shares  the  sentiment 

"I'm  quite  excited,"  O'Sullivan  said.  There’s 
just  so  much  potential,  not  just  in  Boston  but 
in  the  Asian  and  Pacific  Islander  community  as 
whole."

Holidays  are  the  byproduct  of  human  civiliza¬ 
tion  as  they  are  a  conceptual  idea  with  mul¬ 
tiple  symbolic  meanings  embodied.

turkey  and  doing  the  calculation  in  her  head 
to  see  if  it  could  feed  fifteen  people;  I,  on  the 
other  hand,  was  eyeing  the  price  tag  and  do¬ 
ing  the  math  in  my  head  to  predict  how  much 
this  meal  would  cost  me. 

The  numbers  danced  in  our  heads  and 
bounced  from  one  to  another,  exchanging  vi¬ 
tal  information  based  on  different  ideologies. 
Quantity  and  quality,  they  were  always  at  the 
opposite  end  of  a  balance,  just  like  my  mom 
and  I. 

"Look  for  the  ribs,"  my  mom  ordered.  She  was 
tired  of  me  standing  next  to  her  whispering  in 
her  ears  that  there  was  al3-percent  increase 
in  the  cost  of  a  typical  Thanksgiving  meal  this 
year. 

"If  we  are  getting  the  ribs,  then  we  will  not 
have  any  steak,"  I  said,  trying  to  negotiate 
with  her  for  the  best  deal. 

"Just  do  what  1  say!”  she  commanded  with 
her  rolling  eyes.  It  meant  danger  when  1  was 
a  kid  and  trouble  for  me  now. 

I  reluctantly  walked  to  the  isle  of  frozen 
meat  and  recklessly  picked  up  a  pack  of  ribs. 
The  lightest  one  it  was,  I  was  satisfied  and 
dropped  the  victorious  prey  in  the  cart. 

"It’s  too  fat  and  there  is  blood  leaking  from  the 
plastic  bag!"  My  mom  almost  went  scream¬ 
ing,  and  quickly  tossed  the  bag  of  ribs  back  to 
the  frozen  carcasses. 

"If  you  can’t  even  pick  a  pack  of  ribs,  how  will 
you  live  alone?"  She  asked  with  her  "mom's 
logic." 


"There  are  no  fruits  in  your  fridge,"  my  mom 
said  while  grabbing  some  apples,  bananas 
and  oranges  from  the  shelves.  "You  will  need 
to  stock  up  on  some  canned  food,  tissue  pa¬ 
per  and  bottles  of  water  in  case  of  a  snow 
emergency." 

I  looked  at  the  things  in  my  cart  and  groaned 
in  my  head.  I  could  not  care  less  about  my 
health  and  the  stupid  snow  if  they’re  going  to 
cost  me  $100.  Still,  I  remained  mute  as  what 
she  said  was  undoubtedly  correct 

Then,  my  mother  was  staring  at  the  20-pound

From  the  day 
I  started  working,  my  diet  has  been  built  on 
luncheon  meat,  frozen  veggies,  yogurt  and 
boxes  of  instant  noodles.

At  the  end,  mom  filled  the  cart  with  some 
fruit,  36  rolls  of  tissue  papers,  16  cans  of 
sweet  corns,  another  16  cans  of  soup,  a  bag  of 
rice,  eight  packs  of  spaghetti,  36  bottles  of  wa¬ 
ter,  a  20-pound  turkey,  two  packs  of  ribs  and  a 
pack  of  premium  rib  eye  steaks.  She  smiled  at

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Bostonians  know  to  go  to  the  North  End  or 
our  Little  Italy  to  get  great  Italian  food.  But 
delicious  Italian  food  can  be  had  for  reason¬ 
able  prices  outside  of  the  North  End  too. 
Nestled  in  between  Coolidge  Comer  and 
Brookline  Village  off  Harvard  Street  is  a  great 
Italian  Gourmet  Deli  called  Bottega  di  Capri 
[41  Harvard  Street,  Brookline,  MA  02445 
(617)  738-5333],  This  great  hole  in  the  wall 
serves  both  lunch  and  dinner  that  has  a  few 
tables. 

Customers  walk  up  to  the  counter  to  order 
and  pick  up  their  meals.  There  are  daily  spe¬ 
cials  and  all  their  pastas  (spaghetti,  penne, 
rigatoni,  fettuccine,  linguini,  and  bow  tie 
to  name  a  few)  are  freshly  made.  Their  ex¬ 
tensive  menu  includes  Panini  sandwiches, 
risotto,  antipasto,  salads  along  with  tortel- 
lini  (meat,  cheese,  porcini  and  pumpkin)  and 
ravioli  (Cheese,  Meal,  Tuscan,  Spinach,  and 
Lobster)  are  served  with  a  broad  selection  of 
sauces  to  choose  from. 

Polio  Alla  Parmigiana-fried  chicken  with  a 
tomato  sauce  and  parmesan  cheese  served 
on  linguini  is  a  bargain  at  $8.50.  A  heaping 
portion  came  out  with  a  big  piece  of  bread¬ 
ed  chicken  smothered  by  tomato  sauce  and 
mozzarella  cheese  over  al  dente  penne  pasta. 
This  dish  satisfied  and  was  delicious  with  the 
fresh  tomato  tasting  sauce.  Also  we  chose  the 
porcini  tortellini  with  parma-sausage,  porci¬ 
ni  mushrooms  and  white  wine  sauce,  a  great 
combo  for  mushroom  lovers.  This  dish  was 


not  overly  sauced  but  lovely  in  its  simplicity. 
For  sweet  tooths,  they  should  check  out  the 
butter  sage  sauce  (not  listed)  with  the  pump¬ 
kin  tortellini.  Per  the  counter  person's  sug¬ 
gestion,  it  was  the  only  way  to  eat  pumpkin 
tortellini  for  only  $7.95!  Tomato  sauce  is  too 
acidic  for  pumpkin  and  anything  else  would 
be  a  poor  match.  The  sweetness  of  the  pump¬ 
kin  pairs  well  with  the  buttery  sage  sauce. 
Gnocchi  (a  very  traditional  Italian  pasta)  and 
carbonara  (pancetta  aka  Italian  bacon  in  a 
cream  sauce)  were  not  well  matched  as  the 
sauce  was  too  rich  with  this  starchy  pasta. 
Later  learned  traditionally  gnocchi  is  paired 
with  only  tomato,  pesto  (garlic,  basil,  pine 
nuts,  olive  oil  &  parmesan)  or  butter  sauces. 

Another  pasta  dish  we  had  was  the  tagliatelle 
$6.50  had  a  puttanesca  sauce  (olives,  ancho¬ 
vies,  capers,  hot  peppers  and  tomato)  had 
a  lovely  heat  with  nice  slant  to  this  dish.  All 
their  pasta  dishes  come  with  toscano  bread.

The  Italian  food  here  were  reminiscent  of  my 
times  traveling  through  Italy.  I  enjoyed  that 
the  pastas  were  cooked  al  dente  without  be¬ 
ing  over  sauced.  The  quality  and  freshness  of 
the  ingredients  is  crucial  to  delicious  food.  So 
when  the  mood  strikes  and  you  are  in  Brook¬ 
line  Village  area,  check  out  this  neighbor¬ 
hood  gem  outside  of  North  End.
